Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

14. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to render obvious the claimed method and radar apparatus 
including, inter alia, a high-frequency oscillating device which emits a first and second 
carrier frequency signals, a first pulse-shaping device, a first switching device, a second 
pulse-shaping device, a second switching device which switches the first and second 
carrier frequency signals as a function of the second pulse signal and sends out first 
and second delayed radar pulse signals, a receiving antenna which receives first and 
second radar signals, a mixing device which mixes the received first and second radar 
signals with the first and second delayed radar pulse signals and emits first and second 
mixed signals, a control device which determines an amplitude signal from the first 
mixed signal and the second mixed signal, whereby a first phase difference between the 
first received radar signals and the first delayed radar pulse signals differs from a 
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second phase difference between the second received radar signals and the second 
delayed radar pulse signals as operatively and functionally claimed.
